CHICAGO, March 23 AP)— 
V. Adm. Ross T. McIntire, per- 
sonal physician to the late 
President Roosevelt, asserted 
today that Roosevelt was the 
“strong man” of the Big Three 
conference at Yalta in 1945. 
McIntire denied in an inter- 
view reports that President 
Roosevelt was sick both mental- 
ly and ote during the 
wartime meeting and therefore 
a pawn in the hands of the late 
Premier Stalin of Russia. 

In Chicago to take over as 
the new executive director of 
the International College of 
Surgeons, McIntire said: 
“President Roosevelt was com- 
pletely responsible for his acts 
at Yalta. He was physically tired 
but as mentally alert as I had

House-Senate Conferees Fail

WASHINGTON, March 23) 
(AP)—A House-Senate confer- 
ence committee failed to reach 


agreement today on a personal 
income tax cut voted by the 
House but defeated by the 
Senate. 


Representative Jere Cooper 
(Dem.), Tennessee, chairman of 
the conference committee, said 
the conflict was discussed for 
an hour at the first committee 
session but “we were unable to 
agree.” Cooper said the com- 
mittee would meet again Fri- 


day. 

All indications are the drive 
by House Democrats to cut 
everybody’s income taxes next 
year is doomed. 

Cooper said the conferees dis- 
cussed “the whole proposition’ 
for an hour. He declined to 
say whether any compromise 
moves were offered, or whether 
he plans to suggest a compro- 
mise Friday. 

As for any strategy by House 
Democrats, he said, “We will 
post no signboard notices now.” 

Tied to Corporation Tax. 

In the House, Democrats 
pushed through, by a 210-205 
vote, their plan to give a $20 
annual tax cut to each taxpayer 
and each dependent, starting 
Jan. 1. 

They tied this to an Etsen- 
hower Administration bill to con- 
tinue corporation and excise tax 
rates for one more year. Under 
present law these rates would 
drop by three billion dollars a 
year on April 1—just eight days 
away. 

The Senate defeated the $20- 
a-person tax cut by a 61-32 vote. 
Then it passed the extension of | 
corporate and excise tax r.tes, 
as strongly urged by the Presi- 
dent.

sians. 


Asked what questions might 
be discussed at the Big Four 
meeting, the President said that 
he did not want to kill any po- 
tential conference by putting 
down details in advance that 
might prevent the holding of a 
meeting. 

When a reporter said that Sen-

He expressed impatience with 
suggestions that the margin for 
purchasers be increased from 
the present 60 per cent. 
Supplementing earlier and 
critical remarks about the easy 
credit attending the present 
economy, Baruch said: 

“It doesn’t make sense to tell 
a man he can’t buy stocks unless 
he puts up 100 per cent of the 
price, when he knows. he can 
buv a house or anything else for 
nothing down.” 

Rubber Plants. 


Bennett inquired if Baruch 
thought the Eisenhower plan to 
sell Government-owned synthet- 
ic rubber plants to private com- 
panies was a sound idea. 

Baruch replied he favors op- 
eration of such projects by pri- 
vate industry rather than the 
Government but he went on to 
say that having seen rivers car- 
rying the soil to the sea when 
he was a boy in North Carolina 
prompted him to favor such 
Government developments as 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

He said several times that the 
stock market follows the eco- 
nomic developments in the coun- 
try, not the other way around. 
Again referring to Republican 
tax measures to stimulate in- 
vestment in business through 
tax relief, Baruch said that 
“there is plenty of money 
around and so far as I know it’s 
the only thing that hasn't gone 
up in price.” 


| The crowd of more than 500 
\in the room laughed. 


Favors Flexible Supports. 


Baruch said he favored the 
Administration’s program of 
flexible price supports for basic 
farm commodities in preference 
to the fixed supports backed by 
the Democrats. 

He said he favored flexible 
price supports because “they are 
more in consonance with the 
law of supply and demand.” 

Senator Fulbright brought up 
the name of John K. Galbraith, 
a Harvard University economist. 
and asked Baruch if he knew 
him. This led to some hilarious 
responses from Baruch as to his 
opinions of economists general- 


ly. 

“Galbraith may be as good as 
the others,” Baruch said. “But 
I don’t know how good the 
others are. They are economic 
doctors who become popular 
after 1929. If economists could 
really predict, they’d speculate 
and make all the money and the 
rest of us would have none.” 

Galbraith is one of the con- 
troversial figures in this hear- 
ing. 
charged that his testimony was 
damaging to the stability of the 
Stock Market. Senator Cape- 
hart has stated he wants to ques- 
tion Galbraith about some _ al- 
legedly pro-Communist passages 
from one of Galbraith’s writ- 
ings, which Capehart lifted out 
of context. .

Only Hint on Engine Trouble. 

One of the witnesses testi- 
fied the motor appeared to cut 
‘out as the plane passed low 
| over her home, arousing her and 
/her daughter from their sleep. 
This was the only testimony in- 


dicating engine trouble of any 
kind. 

| A State Highway Patrol 
trooper told of finding a fur- 
row in the ground some dis- 
tance to the rear of where the 
fuselage first struck. He sug- 
gested the furrow might have 
been caused by one of the wing 
tips striking the earth at that 
point. 

Meanwhile, the official inves- 
tigation by the Civil Aeronau- 
|tics Board got under way with 
|the naming of committees to 
investigate various aspects of 
'the plane’s operations. These 
'include the plane’s flight path, 
its contact with the_ control 
tower at Springfield Municipal 
| Airport during its approach for 
a landing and the operations of 
the plane’s engines. 
| When all the information is 
| gathered, the CAB will sched- 
ule a public hearing at which 
the findings of these various 
committees will be outlined and 
evaluated. 

No Speculation on Cause. 

None of the experts engaged 
in the various investigations 
would speculate on the cause of 
the crash, All of the persons in- 
terviewed by the Post-Dispatch 
agree that the plane appeared 
to be functioning normally, with 
no indication of any mechanical 
failure. 

Ted Padek, of Tulsa, a former 
Air Force flight engineer, a 
passenger, told the Post-Dispatch 
he thought the weather was 
“terribly murky” for a landing, 
but he noted the engines and 
plane appeared to be function- 
ing perfectly. Padek’s 3-year-old 
son, Richard, who was asleep on 
his father’s lap, was killed. 

Airline officials said a pre- 
liminary inquiry indicated that 
the landing procedure was rou- 
tine, with the plane making a 
standard instrument approach. 
Radio communication : between 
the pilots and the airport con- 
trol tower contained no refer- 
ence to any “problems,” officials 
'soid, It was drizzling rain. 
| Instrument Approach. 

Airport records show that the 
plane was making its instrument 
approach within the prescribed 
limits of a 500-foot “ceiling” 
and two miles visibility. The 
Weather Bureau reported the 
ceiling was 500 feet and visi- 
bility more than twice the two- 
mile limitation at 10:30 p.m., 
the hour of the accident. 

Carl! McCrary and James 
Schultes, who were on duty in 
the control tower, said there 
was the customary communica- 
tion with the pilots as the lat- 
ter prepare for a landing. Nei- 
ther tower man actually saw the 
plane, they said, but Schultes 
saw a faint flash, and then lost 
touch with the plane. *A few 
minutes later he sounded an 
alarm. 

The flash seen by Schultes is 
thought to have been caused by 
the breaking off of the plane’s 
wings, or the momentary tilting 
of its landing lights at the time 
of impact with the ground. 

Two members of the crew, 
Co-Pilot Glenn Walker and Miss 
Rita Madaj, stewardess, died in 
the crash. Capt. John J. Pripish, 
a 10-year veteran with Ameri- 
can Airlines, in charge of the 
flight, is in serious condition 
with head and internal injuries. 
His right eye was removed in 
an operation. and he has been 
unable to make a statement. .

This 
thermometer and the fever is 
a crucial one. We face one kind 
of problem if the thermometer 
is not working properly. But 
outward symptoms should not 
be mistaken for fundamental 
causes. The thermometer should 
not be blamed for reflecting all 
the uncertainties of a world 
which is neither at war nor at 
peace, or of the effects of the 
actions taken by different busi- 
ness managements or of the in- 
flationary policies which have 
been pursued for so long: 

Your inquiry, in other words, 
must deal with two questions— 
how well is the stoek market 
functioning as an index and, 
more important, what is the ac- 
tual state of our economy? 

Most of the discussion before 
your committee has concen- 
trated upon the stock market 
itself. There has been much 
talk of “overspeculation.” Since 
the total volume of money and 
credit flowing through the econ- 
omy has been expanding, larger 
sums are available for invest- 
ment. But the supply of stocks 


to meet this demand has not in- 


creased proportionately. 
Changes in Market. 


Contributing to this condi- 
tion are a number of structural 
changes in the stock market 
which have developed in re- 
cent years. 

To list a few: 

The expansion of many in- 
dustries has been financed 
through their own earnings 
and tax write-offs rather than 

through capital from outside. 
' There has been a remark- 
' able growth of investment 
trusts and mutual funds. 

Some institutions, like life 
- insurance companies and sav- 

ings banks, have entered the 
' market as a result of the 

changed laws on their hold- 
' ings. 

A further stimulus to the 
- demand for stocks has come 
from the growth of tax-free 
pension funds and tax-exempt 
foundations of various kinds. 

The capital gains tax makes 
many investors reluctant to 
part with their holdings al- 
though, let me add, I do not 
favor any réduction in that 
tax at this time. 

No one has yet made a thor- 
ough study of how the stock 
market has. been altered by 
these and other changes. Such 
a study might well be one of the 
most constructive results of this 
committee’s work. Thus far, the 
net effect of these structural 
changes appears to have been to 
drive the market upwards. But 
one must ask whether these 
same factors could mot serve to 
aggravate any serious downward

People invest in stocks for 
two opposite reasons—in hope 
and confidence in the future of 
an enterprise, or in fear that 
the value of their capital will 
be lost through inflation.

Many businesses have  in- 
creased enormously in value 
during recent years.

Small Saver’s Plight. 

The small saver finds it diffi- 
cult to protect himself from in- 
flation by going into the k 
market. He has neither the 
time nor means to study indi- 
vidual companies to be able to 
distinguish between good and 
bad management. And yet he 
must worry constantly about 
what the savings he sets aside 
today will be worth 10 or 15 
years from now. Will they put 
his son or daughter through col- 
lege? Will they provide a real 
nest-egg against old age or sick- 
ness? 

You can eliminate abuses of 
the stock market through reg- 
ulations. Indeed, that has 
largely been done by the SEC 
and the stock exchanges. But 
the only real protection the 
small saver—or any group— 
can have is through the pres- 
ervation of the credit and se- 
curity of this country. 

No form of regulation that 
may be proposed can take the 
place of sound government 
policy covering all the inter- 
related problems of econom- 
ics, finance and national de- 
Tense.

What Postal Clerks Need 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your cartoon about low pay of 

ostmen is quite clever, but quite 
ncorrect. Where, besides the Post 
Office, can an ordinary 18-year-old— 
not even a high school graduate—get 
$1.70 an hour as a starting wage, plus 
a top-notch retirement program? 
Postal clerks and carriers are not 
‘underpaid, Many of them, especially 
beginners, are overpaid. 

I noticed that several postal em- 
ployes agree with the cartoon. I 
also note that the Post Office, de- 
spite its terrifically high beginning 
wage for routine, easily learned work, 
is having difficulties getting men 
to fill the jobs. 

The reason is that the. Post Office 
“uses an antique apprenticeship train- 
ing device wherein all employes 
must work for about three years as 
what is called “temporary sub.” Such 
subs work six and seven days a week, 
practically every night, holiday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, unable to call 
their time their own. It is impos- 
sible for them to get time and a half 
pay for overtime. 

What Post Office clerks and car- 
riers need is not a high

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State Representative Milford T. English of 
St. Louis county has two bills in the Missouri 
Legislature concerning the much misrepresented 
reassessment proposed for county real property 
owners. One bill is good and should be passed, 
The other bill is bad, in our opinion, and ought 
to be defeated. 

The good bill would require tax ratés in coun- 
ties and other local government subdivisions to 
be reduced immediately whenever the Missouri 
Tax Commission calls for increased assessments 
on real estate, as the commission has done this 
year for St. Louis county and 25 other counties, 
heretofore with lower assessments than Missouri 
counties generally. 

This is a good bill because its effect, if it be- 
comes law, will be to protect property owners in 
St. Louis county, for example, from being unduly 
hit by higher taxes following the reassessment 
decided on in compliance with the Missouri Con- 
stitution’s requirement of equality of assessments 
as between counties. 

Currently the average assessment in the City 
of St. Louis is 34.68 per cent of true value, while 
in St. Louis county it is only 18.12 per cent. This 
is an inequity as between counties and is a patent 
violation of the plain language of the 1945 Con- 
stitution. It will be corrected sooner or later 
under the State Tax Commissien’s decision to 
bring St. Louis county assessments substantially 
into line with other counties that now have 
higher assessments, 

* * * 

And so Mr. English, Ladue Republican, serves 
the best interests of the county in sponsoring 
this bill to require downward readjustment of 
tax rates in relation to any increase in assess- 
ments. This bill, we are glad to say, has been 
tentatively approved by the House and appears 
to be on the way to passage. 

Representative English’s second bill, now ap- 
proved in committee, would delay the effective 
date of the State Tax Commission's decision for 
a reassessment in the county for a year. Mr. 
English says that the commission's notice has 
created “consternation” and that delay would 
provide the opportunity for orderly readjust- 
ment as to tax rates. 

This reassessment in St. Louis county has 
already been far too long delayed. There is no 
need and, in our opinion, no excuse for further 
postponement. If Assessor Deuser had moved 
promptly when he first knew that the State "Tax 
Commission decision would Be forthcoming the 
necessary work would now be several months 
along. 

Two kinds of equalization are needed. First 
St, Louis county property assessments need to 
be equalized with those in St. Louis and other 

counties under the Constitution. Second, assess- 
ments within St. Louis county need to be re- 
viewed for equalization inside St. Louis county; 
that is St. Louls county’s job. 
*. s . 


The Tax Comfnission’s aim is to comply with 
its constitutional duty to equalize assessments as 
between counties. As that objective is attained 
certain benefits will accrue. For example: If a 
start is made now the bonding capacity of school 
districts automatically will be lifted so they may 
obtain needed funds to build needed schools. 

If a start is made the Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict, now stalled because of the difference in 
assessments and tax rates between the city and 
the county, can at last get into operation. 
start is made now a fair sharing of state school 


funds can be undertaken promptly rather than at . 


some future time. So can the state property tax 
be levied and collected equitably instead of on 
the present discriminatory basis. 

There are still other reasons, such as to pro- 
tect the opportunity of taxpayers to use the 
County Board of Equalization to achieve assess- 
ment equalizations within the county. Actually 
there are many reasons for prompt action. 

The reassessment must be achieved eventually. 
It makes sense therefore to begin now and do as 
much as possible as soon as possible. Assessor 
Deuser ought to reverse himself and comply with 
the notice of the State Tax Commission. If he 
does not he may well find that he has brought a 
sea of troubles on both himself and the property 
owners of St. Louis county. It is high time for 
him, Supervisor Matthews and the rest of the 
objectors. at the Courthouse to accept the man- 
date of the Constitution and comply with the 
long overdue decision of the Tax Commissiori to 
achieve equalization in assessments in Missouri.

Why can’t he wait 
for Nature?” . 

We trust Nature’s temperature-reducing sea- 
son’s opening was noticed by one and all. We 
trust also that the balm and calm of Mr. Wahl- 
gren's opening is not beyond their recall. 
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Time for Decision 

Engineering just cannot be carried on by pub- 
lic meeting. The Board of Aldermen must bear 
this in mind as it considers the ordinance to 
establish a route for the Mark Twain expressway 
on the North Side. 

At the aldermanic committee hearing on this 
vital ordinance, residents and business men 
along the route presented their objections to it 
and their arguments for an alternative route 
which would not affect their own property. It 
was the old story—“expressway stay away from 
my door.” 

These particular property owners were acting 
no differently from other property owners. on 
other proposed expressway routes. They are en- 
titled to full sympathy and a fair hearing. But 
in the end, if expressways are to be built at all, 
somebody has got to decide on routes not ac- 
cording to local pressures but according to 
broad public interest, economic feasibility and 
engineering practicability. ; 

The Missouri Highway Commission is about 
as disinterested and objective an agency as could 
be brought into the question of locating metro- 
politan expresgways, It has no ax to grind ex- 
cept that of building efficient and economical 
thoroughfares. It represents no local or political 
interest, but is free to locate the routes on the 
basis of objective, technical, engineering consi& 
erations alone. We know. of no evidence that 
its decisions have been controlled by any other 
‘considerations. 

Furthermore, the Commission has been willing 
to listen sympathetically to just complaints, In 
the case of Mark Twain, it not onl¥ listened but 
changed the route very substantially, to meet as 
many objections as could be met. But now the 
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If a 


route is “firm,” so far ‘as the state is concerned, 
and the question is whether the city shall accept 


it or not, What is the alternative?’ The alterna. . 


tive is that the state and federal funds that 
would pay for most of the work will be spent 
elsewhere instead—in cities where local disputes 
are not allowed to forestall decision’ indefinitely. 

For this reason the Board of Aldermen should 
support the State Highway Commiission by ac- 
cepting its route. St. Louis cannot afford to lose 
these expressways, and it cannot afford to delay 
decision any longer. 
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After a Decade 


Nearly a decade has passed since the atom 
bomb exploded on Hiroshima, but most of the 
world still looks for convincing evidence that 
nuclear science can be used for peace as well as 
war. Now the United States is rushing a “stop- 
gap’ program to make atomic power plants 
available overseas. | 

The Administration hopes to submit to this. 
Congress drafts of three or possibly six bilateral 
agreements with friendly nations, Richard Dud- 
man reports from Washington. These agreements. 
would permit purchase of nuclear reactors from 
the United States, and lease or purchase of 
urahium or plutonium to run the plants from the 
Atomic Energy Commission. , 

There are two reasons for a stopgap program. 
One is the slow pace of negotiations concerning 
President Eisenhower's bold proposal for an in- 
ternational atomic energy agency to serve as a 
clearing house for fissionable materials. Doubts 
about Russian participation have led to delays. 

Another reason for urgency is the increasing 
Communist propaganda cHarging that America’s 
offer of atoms-for-peace is only an empty phrase. 
The fact that Russia offers nothing does not deter 
such propaganda, which thrives as time passes 
and negotiations stall. Japan is a case in point. 

Since Japan is the only nation which has felt 
the terror of the A-bomb, Japan has a claim to 
some priority in establishing an atomic plant for 
peaceful use. The Nippon Times of Tokyo re- 
cently said, “If any nation needs a constant 
source of abundant and cheap power to run its 
machines and industry, it is Japan.” 

Yet, in appealing for the attention of the 
United States, the Nippon Times concedes that 
“there are strong voices of opposition being 
raised here against the proposal. Foremost 
among these are those who are still unable to 
distinguish between the atomic bomb and an 
atomic reactor. . . . We would do well to re- 
alize that atomic energy can and has been 
harnessed.” 

The failure of many Japanese to realize this 
can only be explained by the failure of the 
United States to prove that atoms can be used 
for peace in Japan. Experimental nuclear power 
plants or talk of plants here will not serve the 
Japanese and will not convince them. The proof 
is lacking but memory of Hiroshima is not. 

The Administration's stopgap program is an 
excellent effort to supply initial proof abroad as 
soon as possible. One nuclear power plant over- 
seas would help at least to wipe out a decade 
of doubt. > 
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“Tough Minds and Tender Hearts’ 


“Tough minds and tender hearts”—those col- 
lege graduates should have, says Millicent C. Mc- 
Intosh, president of Barnard. That's a fine 
phrase, Offhand, we can’t recall its equal. 

Mrs. McIntosh, however, seems to have a lit- ; 
tle trouble deciding just what makes a tough 
mind. She is distressed by those who, consumed 
by the fears of the times, become enemies of 
liberty and deliver their first attacks against 
liberty in the schools. Schools, she says, should 
ever be battlegrounds of ideas. But—she is 
worried too about teachers who are “confused” 
about academic freedom, who feel it allows 
them to present their own slant on things. But 
what other slant is a man to present? 

Galileo could say: “Practically nobody believes 
that the earth revolves around the sun. The best 
authorities insist that sun and stars are moving 
adjuncts to our oh, so firmly anchored land.” 
But, right or wrong, he would have to conclude: 
“But I do say that it is the earth that spins 
around the sun.” 

This js the tough mind. We know that through 
the ages it has been wrong frequently. What 
nonsense has been taught in the universities in 
the name of science and supposedly irrefutable 
mathematics! But being taught honestly—after 
examination and consideration—even error be- 
came a step toward truth. 

We hold the proposition that tough mind 
clashing against tough mind will somehow strike 
the spark of truth. We know no better method. 
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Laughter, Uncopyrighted 

Gagwriters are taking their jokes pretty seri- 
ously these days, it seems as though. The Gag- 
writers Protective Association— and there’s a 
right good joke in itself—is memoralizing Con- 
gress to apply copyright protection to jokes. 

We find ourselves unable to go along with the 
Association. Some jokes, for instance, are born 
in many minds at once, like the ““As Maine goes, 
so goes Vermont” of the 1936 presidential elec- 
tion. Those are the jokes with the fine stamp of 
inevitability on them. 

Other jokes—like Charles Dudley Warner’s 
about the weather, for instance—are so clearly 
stamped with individuality that their originators 
should be held in grateful memory, regardless of 
property rights. The comic who would steal a joke 
of this sort is a paltry fellow, unworthy of liti- 
gation. Any wit with character and conscience 
will ring at least enough of a change on it to 
obscure the original ownership. ; 

Mostly, however, jokes should be spontaneous, 
bold, free and in the public domain, the public 
welfare requiring it. 
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Unfair to School Teachers 


New York’s Board of Education made a mis- 
take, we believe, when it ruled that teachers 
must tell the names of any employes of the 
school system they “‘believe” to have present or 
past connections with the Communist party or 
any subversive groups. 

Like other Americans, the New York teachers 
may say that they did not seek employment as 
informers. More important, however, is the pos- 


sible—indeed, fairly frequent—inaccuracy of.an - 


individual's beliefs, For scores of reasons, good 
and bad, one may “believe” somebody to. be an 
ex-Communist and be just as wrong as if one 
insisted that two and two does make five. 

The problem involved here is not one of pri- 


vate notions, but of carefully appraised evidence.

Britain Brakes Its Economy 


Public Opinion 


Britons have been buying and importing more goods, until Gov- 
| ernment finally slowed down boom with credit curbs; this also 

halted bullish stock market; economy is basically healthy with 
large projects planned, but new course will slow inflation: 


From the Monthly Letter of The National City Bank of New York 


For the past several months British 
bankers and other thoughtful observers 
have been warning of rising costs and 
other inflationary symptoms beginning 
to show up in the economy. 

In Britain, as on the Continent, wage 
demands have been appearing more 
frequently and insistently. With con- 
sumer purchasing power expanded by 
full employment and rising incomes, 
with the gradual relaxation and final 
abandonment of rationing, and with 
the removal of installment credit curbs 
since last summer, the British public 
has been on a real spending spree. 

This, combined with record exports 
last year and the high rate of invest- 
ment imnew housing and industrial re- 
equipment and expansion, has put in- 
creasing strain on the country’s .re- 
sources. 

The action by the Bank of England on 
Jan. 27 in raising its discount rate from 
3 to 34% per cent represented a move by 
the authorities to apply the traditional 
monetary brake on the booming econ- 
omy and its tendency to inflate home 
demands for products that might other- 
wise be exported. Evidently not satis- 
fied with the results of this first move, 
the Bank on Feb. 24 followed through 


promptly and decisively with the cus- 


tomary full 1 per cent rise to 4% per 
cent. | = 


Rude Jolt for Stocks and Bonds 


At the same time the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. R. A. Butler, announced 
the reinstatement of installment credit 
restrictions and a broadening of the 
authority of the Exchange Equalization 
Account to operate in the transferable 
sterling market. 

The higher Bank rate afd new credit 
restrictions have given a rude jolt to 
the London security markets, both 
stocks and bonds. 

For some time the British share mar- 
kets have been fed on a rich diet of 
bullish developments, and after the big 
rise of the past year and a half it is not 
surprising if they got into an over- 
bought condition. Besides lower inter- 
est rates and exuberant business activ- 
ity, British stocks, like American, bene- 
fitted last year from expiration of the 
excess profits tax. 

The press has been full of exhilarat- 
ing stories of projected large scale capi- 
tal expenditures by private industry and 
public authorities, and—last but not 
necessarily least—hopes have been rid- 
ing high recently for some additional 
tax relief in the new budget. 

The immediate stock market reaction 
to the first rise in the Bank rate was to 
give prices a further upward push—ap- 
parently reflecting a mixture of relief 


~ over the mildness of the action taken 


and optimistic interpretations of the 
move with respect to the business out- 
look and chances of tax reduction. 


Index Drops 19 Points 


With the failure, however, of sterling. 


to rally and statements by the Chancel- 
lor leaving no doubt of his concern over 
the foreign trading position, the mood 
quickly changed and stocks broke sharp- 
ly. In the space of 20 days the drop 
clipped some 19 points off the London 
Financial Tises’s index of 30 leading 
ustrial shares. 
ith the second step-up in the Bank 
rate and reintroduction of consumer 
credit controls on Feb. 24, fresh sellin 
broke out, carrying the stock price ifi- 
dex to a low of 177. This represented 
an over-all decline of 21 points, or 11 
per cent, from the February high. The 
index was still 50 per cent above the 
level in mid-1953. ‘ 
From the foregoing account of events 
leading up to the London stock market 
break, the reasons for the slump would 
be fairly clear. !

Most obvious has been the need for 
readjusting stock 
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appraisals of the business outlook, espe- 
cially in view of the new monetary poli- 
cies. 

A potent influence in the background 
has been the waning hope for tax re- 
duction in the present setting when the 
Government is deeming it essential to 
institute vigorous measures to head off 
inflation. 

The situation also has political over- 
tones. It raises a question as to the 
effect upon the fortunes of the Con- 
servative party of having to adopt, in 
what may be an election year, measures 
bound to be unpalatable to a great many 
people. 

To conclude, however, that what has 
happened in London signals an indus- 
trial depression would be unwarranted. 


Four-Year Road Program 


The setback in British securities has 
not been caused Britain other 
European countries running out of 
things to do. Actually, the amount of 
work to be done in the modernization 
and expansion of industry and in sup- 
plying the rising demandsof the people 
for better housing and more of the 
other amenities of life is immense. All 
this is, indeed, just beginning. 

Examples of this in Britain are two 
major development programs announced 
by the Government only within the past 
two months. For 15 years, since the 
start of World War II in 1939, few new 
roads have been built in that country. 
Now at last, it was revealed last month, 
the Government is about to launch a 
four-year road development and im- 
provement program to cost 8 minimum 
of $411,600,000. 

This foll the Government’s an- 
nouncement in January of plans to mod- 
ernize the nationalized railway system. 

These plans, and others involving 
the expenditures of large sums of money 
in the next few years, will provide years 
of work for the industries directly and 
indirectly affected. 


Firm Hand Kept on Reins 


The trouble in Britain, and perhaps in 
other Western European countries, has 
been in trying to do too much too soon. 
What the British; authorities are aiming 
at Was summed up in an address by Mr. 
Butler after the first increase in the 
Bank rate: 

“We want our economy to expand as 


fast as possible, but not faster than our 


capacity to pay the bigger import bill 
that our home expansion presents to us. 
So a hand must be kept on the reins, 
even a gentle Pony abort paw wee then 
to keep us on straight path. 

Mr. Butler emphasized that Britain's 
economy was fundamentally stronger 
than it had been at any time since 
World War II and that its industrial 
base was sound. |

Basis of Communism 
MARXISM—THE UNITY OF THEORY AND PRAC- 

TICE, by Alfred G. Meyer. (Harvard University 

Press, 18! pqs., $3.50.) 

Communism’s ideological basis is a 
neglected subject. Alfred G. Meyer, 
of the Harvard Russian Research Cen- 
ter, has made a valuable contribution 
but his book is still a near miss. In 
writing down to his readers he becomes 
less intelligible rather than more. The 
item-by-item explanation and refutation 
of Marxism, while well done, detracts 
from an understanding of its systematic 
feature Discussion of the Marxian 
dialectic is skimpy. 

The author shows that Marxism, de- 
spite its emphasis on the unity of the- 
ory and practice, has not worked as a 
philosophy. This failure, he contends, 
poses serious problems for science and 
mankind, for Marx’s was the last at- 
tempt to combine radical humanism with 
hard-headed realism, both foundations 
of our now shaky intellectual tradition. 

This work clearly shows the’ research 
center’s anthropological approach, 
which is interesting but more valid for 
history or politics than , Pa noseeey.

Under this resolution the

Gripes by Sportsmen Increase. 
In the last fiscal year, July 1, 
1953 to June 30, 1954, inclusive, 
565,202 anglers paid $1,280,947 
for fishing licenses, and 287,011 
sportsmen paid $913,167 for 
hunting licenses. It is an im- 
possibility for any commission 


or fish and game staff to keep | 


852.212 nimrods contented over 
regulations or lack of abundance 
of fish and game. Each year 
there is a marked increase in 
the number of sportsmen taking 
to the fields and streams and. 
with the exception of deer and 
fur-bearing animals, the game 
supply has steadily dwindled. 
Three sugeessive years of drouth 
and high summer temperatures 
have contributed greatly to a 
smaller supply of upland game. 

Of the increasing number of 
complaints by sportsmen,. some 
are trivial while others are of 
major importance. The Wildlife 
Code, for instante, is tough read- 
ing for even the well-informed 
sportsman, It contains 73 pages 
of rules, regulations, permits and 
definitions that could be greatly 
simplified. When a license is 
purchased from a county clerk 
or some other authorized agent, 
the purchaser is given a code 
book. Possibly 1,000,000 of these 
books are printed annually and 
the printing expense alone must 
run to a sizable figure. 

Some states have their entire 
hunting and fishing regulations 
printed on a single page, and 
many are on a few pages. Many 
sportsmen are of the opinion 
that the fish and game chart, 
printed in the.center of the 
book, would suffice for all ordi- 
nary. purposes. Information for 
special permits, etc., would be 
obtained by writing the Com- 
mission. Much money could be 
saved in this item alone. 

Cover Program Falls Short. 

In the last six years, 1950 to 
1955, inclusive, the Commission 
has given away 96,000 bags of 
sericea—canary grass seed. The 


total weight of these seeds was | 


778,000 pounds. In the Ozarks 
this cover program has been an 
almost complete failure. Those 
who accepted the seed had little 
time or inclination to fertilize 
or prepare the ground for the 
seed, and the results were neg- 
ligible. It is to be admitted that 
the three years: of’ drouth also 
was a factor in the program’s 
shortcomings. 

According to present regula- 
tions, there are no limits on 
crappie. But the same regula- 
tions say that the angler can 
take only 25 pounds of carp plus 
one fish. Many are of the opin- 
ion that this regulation protects 
the less-desired rough fishes, al- 
lowing them to take over suit- 
able game-fish habitat, and gives 
the more desirable crappie no 
protection whatsoever. 

The Missouri Conservationist, 
possibly the finest magazine 
published by any state game 
agency, now has a mailing list 
of more than 80,000. It is pub- 
lished monthly and is given free 
to all who ask for it. This takes 
many a dollar of the license fee 
money. The circulation should 
be limited to license holders and 
to school teachers for youth ed- 
ucation, or possibly be put on a 
nominal subscription fee to cover 
at least a part of the expenses 
of mailing, printing, and han- 
dling. 

Complaint About Agents. 

The pay of conservation agents 
ranges from $5000 to $6000 a 
year. No one questions the pay 
rate, provided they are fulfilling 
their duties. In one Missouri 
county, according to the Com- 
mission, there were no arrests 
for the year. In four other 
counties there was only one vio- 
lation arrest for each county. 
Only two were apprehended in 
each of four other counties, and 
seven counties were listed as 
having three arrests. If the vio- 
lations of the game and fish 
regulations were at such a low 
ebb in these 16 counties, these 
agents should be assigned to 
more prolific territory or these 
counties should be declared not 
in need of enforcement agents.

Snap Beans

NE of the great advantages in 

liking most foods is the fact 

that almost automatically we 
obtain from them what we need 
for good nutrition. 

Few of us select our foods 
with this in mind. Certain 
points are easily remembered, 
however, and almost all of us 
have become accustomed to 
choosing green and yellow veg- 
etables for inclusion in our 
meals. These are high in vita- 
min A, but there are other im- 
portant food sources. Among 
meats liver contributes liberally. 
Egg yolk, utter and cream are 
other sources. 

Green and yellow vegetables 
should be used when they are 
as fresh as possible if we are 
to get most out of them. When 
cooked, the time should be short 
in a small amount of water. 

It was interesting to find that 
some of the Southerners whom 
I met on a recent Florida trip 
like their string beans cooked a 
short time, even when they add 
‘a bit of bacon for flavor. Some 
of us Northerners like to add 


cream rather than butter to the |. 


small amount of liquid that re- 
mains in the pot. We feel then 
that we have made the most of 
the natural delicate flavor. 
Green Beans in Cream. 

Trim one half pound of beans 
and cut in thin diagonal strips. 
Cook, eovered, in small amount 
of salted water, 15 to 20 min- 
utes until just tender. Add 
cream, more salt if needed, and 
serve with the liquid in sauce 
dishes. 

Florida String Beans. 

One pound snap beans, cut in 
julienne strips, one slice bacon 
or lean salt pork, one small 
clove garlic, two tablespoons 
butter, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley, one teaspoon grated 
onion. ‘Salt and pepper. 

Cook beans, covered, in one- 
half cup boiling water with 
bacon or pork and garlic. When 
just tender, remove the garlic, 
Melt butter, add remaining in- 
gredients and poyr over hot 
beans. Approximate yield: six

Churchill's Unique Working Habits 


By Walter Henry 
Thompson 
Fourth installment from the 


book, “Assignment: Churchill,” 


by Walter Henry Thompson, 
who as a Scotland Yard inspec- 
tor was Winston Churchill's 
bodyguard for many years. 


OW -did Winston Churchill 

live from day to day at 

Chequers, England’s country 
estate for her Prime Ministers? 
His weekends were alike as two 
peas. r Friday arrivals, usual- 
ly about four, were like small 
invasions. There were alway$ a 
carload or two of guests, cabinet 
members, Americans, European 
war leaders. Besides guests 
there were three secretaries, his 
personal assistant; a valet, one 
detective besides myself, two 
film operators, three chauffeurs 
and extra London police for 
additional outside protection. 

Churchill, upon arrival, would 
first of all have his bath. He 
was as insistent about this as 
the famous tenor, Caruso, was 
reputed to have been. (He 
stopped our train in the middle 
of the Sudanese desert on one 
occasion and ordered hot water 
to be brought from the engine’s 
boiler. There, beside the tracks 
in a huge tub he'd seen in a 
goods car we were hauling, he 
bathed with half of Africa 
agape. “You would think they 
never saw nudity before.’’) 

Bathed and refreshed, he 
would climb into his half com- 
ical and thoroughly practical 
siren suit. He wore this to din- 
ner. He did not care what any- 
one else wore. After dinner he 
would retire for a moment, then 
come back dressed in one of 
his gorgeous oriental dressing 
gowns. He always wore one of 
these during the film showings. 
I never saw an exception to this, 
At the conclusion of the show- 
ing, he would chat briefly with 
his guests, then separate him- 
self from them afid go to work, 
his London staff going on into 
the offices with him. 

It was his greatest pleasure to 
have private showings of films 
in. his house. His next greatest 
pleasure was music. It had to 
have a hummable tune and it 
had to have a beat to it. It had 
to have fixed rhythms. He liked 
marching music. 

Chequers has a Great Hall. 
Churchill would turn on the ra- 
dio and find something to his 
liking, then begin marching up 
and down the Great Hall in 
ecstatic disregard of the house- 
hold and the grests, shouting 
imaginary 
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turns when he came to the 
Hall’s limits, then marching 
back. All this in his brilliantly 
colored dressing gown. At this 
time his favorite songs included 
“Keep Right On to the End of 
the Road,” “Poor Old Joe,” 
“Home Sweet Home,” and “Run 
Rabbit Run.” 

He would make unusual con- 
cessions in his footwark so as 
not to'break rhythm with tunes 
like “fiome Sweet Home” which 
assuredly could never have been 
fashioned for marching in the 
first place, and manage to march 
to it anyhow. 

Usually he worked till 3 a.m., 
often till 4 a.m,, sometimes clear 
through the night. He was 
awake at 8 a.m., never needing 
to be called. He barked for the 
newspapers which were always 
right outside his door. He read 
papers while he ate breakfast 
in silence. It was dangerous to 
interrupt him during this pe- 
riod. Phones were cut off and 
important people who had made 
frantic efforts to get ta him 
were sometimes, to their irri- 
tation, kept waiting till he had 
rung to haye his breakfast serv- 
ice taken away. 

Then he shaved and bathed, 
but he did not dress yet. Offi- 
cial bulletins were brought in. 
He moved about from chair to 
chair, reading them. He Tighted 
his first cigar, which presently 
went out. He would chew on it 
for an hour before realizing it 
was dead. He smoked few ci- 
gars, each one requiring relight- 
ing seven times on the average. 
He did not inhale the smoke, 
but blew it about in meditative 
balloons, often peering into 
them as if they were fish pools 
or as if he might have dropped 
something of value into their 
center and were seeking to lo- 
cate it. 

Breakfast was a main meal. 
It consisted of ham, bacon or 
chipped beef (when meat was 
available), toast under a cover, 
a pot of tea and a jug of milk 
(when available). He loved fish, 
and two or three mornings a 
week would have a good-sized 
sole. 

Prowling about, after bathing 
and shaving, and trying out one 
chair after another, often perch- 
ing himself on the window sill, 
he would read dispatches and

mutter. Often, too, he’d return 
to bed, leaning against a wall 
of pillows that he kept plopping 
into more accommodating shapes. 
There was a bedtable before him 
and at each side a rubber pad 
for his elbows. Most of the morn- 
ing he spent right there in bed, 
working. Here, to, he received 
his most important callers, and 
most of his heaviest decisions 
were taken with these men, 
undef these conditions, in direct 
personal communication with 
them. 
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OMMUNIQUES were brought 
Ci. him in the same yellow box 

each morning. I carried it in 
one morning and, seeing his 
hands were occupied with some- 
thing else, opened it for him and 
handed it to his bedside in this 
manner. -I received his instant 
reprimand. “That box must be 
opened only by me, Thompsen!” 
When he saw my chagrin, he 
softened matters at once by 
saying: “It is quite all right 
this time, since you were trying 
to help me, seeing my hands 
full. But you will know in 
future.” 

Before his appointed callers 
began to come in, he had his 
staff of secretaries come by, one 
by one. He gave each of them a 
large amount of work, which 
they transcribed and typed 
while he was talking to 
callers. This continued until 
about one o'clock One of 
his secretaries had usually been 
kept in the room with him for 
half an hour or so, while he dic- 
tated directly to the typewriter. 
This was for correspondence 
that was immediately outgoing. 
There was always a secretary 
within call. 

An example of his impatience 
and his technique for getting 
work out of others occurred one 
morning when he asked me to 
telephone the Admiralty and get 
a Captain So-and-so. I handed 
the phone to Churchill when the 
captain was on. “Good morning,

Captain. This is Winston 
Churchill. I want you to look 
up something for me.” He ex- 
plained what he wanted. “I'll 
call you back first thing this 
afternoon, Mr. Churchill.” 

“No, I'l wait,” said Winston 
and he left the telephone open, 
immediately laying it down on 
the bed before the captain could 
say anything that Winston could 
hear. He grinned at me mis- 
chievously, and went on work- 
ing. The captain began to dig, 
and had the information in three 
minutes. Churchill thanked him 
and hung up, then grinned at 
me again. “They can always find 
it faster if they have to find it 
themselves.” 

To be assigned to Churchill 
is a strain. He will move at a 
moment’s notice. He will move 
without notice. Tensions in- 
crease within the men assigned 
to protect him. I was under ter- 
rible tension. I made a quick 
move once and shot myself 
painfully through both legs. It 
happened like this: 

We had instructions that he 
would be leaving 10 Downing 
Street for Chequers in one hour. 
Time enough for a bite of sup- 
per. I hurried around to the room 
I occasionally used, a small room 
having a direct telephone con- 
nection to Number 10. I was 
laying out some fresh cart- 
ridges. The telephone rang 
quickly, two rings. This always 
mean instant action. In a hurry 
to reach it, I leaned over a 
settee. A frayed ribband in the 
upholstery caught in my auto- 
matic and pulled it forth from 
its holster, as I stood in a crouch- 
ing position, my hand out- 
stretched for the telephone. I 
stood up. The weapon fell in- 
side my trousers. I followed it 
down with my hand, tenderly. It 
slipped a few inches and 
dropped on the hammer, the 
safety catch being released by 
a thread inside my trouser leg, 
and the automatic went off. 
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HE bullet hit the calf of my 

left leg, and there slighfly 

diverted, entered my right 
thigh. My right leg collapsed. 
I began to bleed severely. While 
I had the telephone in my hand, 
I asked for aid. 

Scotland Yard had an ambu- 
lance for me in minutes. I re- 
member worrying over what 
Churchill would say. “Do you 
think he’ll let me handle his 
armory after this?” I asked the 
surgeon who was examining me. 

I had been handling and firing 

s of every kind every day for 
ore than 20 years. This was 
my first and only accident. 

News traveled fast. The Nazi 
press stated that public senti- 
ment against Churchill had 
reached such a point that an 
assassination attempt by his own 
people had only been thwarted 
at the last minute by my having 
interposed my body. They faked 
photographs of Churchill lying 
down in a trowd. 

In time I mended. Then I 


' presented myself to the Prime 


Minister, I asked him directly: 
“Do you feel that I can still 
handle your guns with safety?” 
He greeted me warmly, then 
asked for details. At the end of 
the recital, he said: “I have no 
doubts about you whatever, 


Thompson. You are a most care- 
ful person. Carry on as before.” 

The Prime Minister has never 
forgotten how to shoot—either 
rifle or revolver. We set up an 
outdoor range at Chequers and 
to this he would frequently re- 
pair and fire a hundred rounds 
or so with his Mannlicher rifle, 
50 rounds from his Colt .45, or 
an equal number from his .32 
Webley Scott. He gets well on 
to the target with all three, ,but 
with’ the Colt automatic he is 
absolutely deadly. 
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ITLER began to bomb Eng- 
land severely in the early 
part of August, 1940. Londan 

was getting hit harder and often- 
er. The damage being done upon 
our homes and places of busi- 
ness and means of domestic 
transport brought a sharp focus 
upon the Home Guard. 

There was a temptation to 
scoff at them. Nothing infuri- 
ated Winston more. He would 
lash anyone who raised a voice 
against this guard, grotesque and 
ancient though some of its ele- 
ments surely looked. “Do not 
scoff at the Home Guard!” he 
would, snarl. “They may be the 
means of saving this country!” ~~ 

At the beginning ofthe Battle 
of Britain, on hearing the Alert, 
the Prime Minister would carry 
on his work and even when the 
bell was rung he ignored every 
request to go into the air raid 
shelter. He hated to be shut in. 
Often with the guns going and 
the enemy ‘overhead, he would 

walk into the garden at Namber 

10, wearing his steel helmet. 

Sometimes, when it would slide 

over his eyes as he was trying 

to watch the sky, he would send 
the thing scaling into a hedge. 

He also ignored the cigar rule. 

In fact, the Prime Minister ig- 

nored anything he wanted to 

ignore. 
As time went on, his contempt 
for the bombing became ex- 
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treme. It grew quickly, in fact 
it grew till it became absolute. 
Then he was almost difficult in- 
deed. He is a heavy man and 
hard to throw around, though 
this was sometimes necessary. 
Churchill was fascinated at 
the sight of gun crews in action, 
but refused to use an armored 
car when on inspection. A bomb 
fell in a field we were passing. 
It lifted all four wheels of the 
car from the road surface and 
we ran on two wheels for many 
yards before rocking back. No 
one seemed bothered. Winston 
said, “That was a near one, 
Thompson. It must have been 
my beef that kept the car down,”

NE night we were ding 
0) outside 10 Downing eet, 
watching -the explosion of 
shells and bombs, when I heard 
something coming through the 
air toward us, that sounded like 
Lucifer’s chariots. 1 grabbed 
Churchill with all my strength 
and swung him round behind the 
door. He was absolutely furious. 
His fury did not rise above the 
blast that struck outside. It 
knocked us every which way in 
the lobby. 

“Don’t do that!” he screamed 
at me. I think he would have hit 
out at me with his cane but it 
was fortunately well lost in the 
commotion. Then he _ swore, 
shook and stamped about and 
poked his jaw right into my face; 
a whole gush of ugly sounds ac- 
companied the reverberations of 
the explosion in front. I have 
quite a bit of jaw myself and I 
poked it right back into his face. 

He hated to be grabbed sud- 
denly but there were times when 
it had to be done, and I never 
for a mituute hesitated to send 
him spinning behind some pro- 
tecting wall. Or to p him 
against a wall and ho him 
there with my own arms. He 
could curse like the devil. And 
he would glare at me long after- 
ward. 

One night during a heavy 
bombing Mrs. Churchill said, 
“Inspector, I have asked Mr. 
Churchill to come downstairs to 
bed in the shelter. He has prom- 
ised to come down—will you 
see that he does?” I replied, “I 
will do my best, madame,” know- 
ing full well how difficult this 
wo be. 
© my surprise, about 2:30 
a.m., Winston came along the 
corridor and announced he was 
going downstairs to bed. I went 
to my own room and stayed 
alert, for I -had noticed a mis- 
chievous grin on his face. 

Shortly after, my bell rang. 
I went to his room. He was 


standing beside his bed in his 
“dressing gown. Smiling, he said, 
‘Pick up my clothes, Thompson,
